MILES’ PREDICTION. 


Th* General Says Acute Stage Has 
Not Been Reached in the 
Chinese Situation. 
Chicago, Sept. I..—The acute stage 
of the Chinese situation has uot been 
reached, iii the opinion of General 
Nelson A. Miles. 
He regards it as 
quite posible that a general conflict 
of the powers may result from the 
couflieting interests iu China, and he 
believes that an attem pt on the part 
of some of the powers to partition 
the celestial empire among themselves 
would be sufficient ground for the 
United States to resort to fore,*. 
General Miles also believes that the 
dismemberment of China would hold 
the possibility of a great danger to the 
United States, in that the time might 
come when the European nations would 
turn their covetous glances toward 
the riches of America and be tempted 
to combine against this country. 
“No, I do not believe that the acute 
Rtage of the Chinese crisis has passed,” 
said the general. 
“ I believe that it is 
possible that the conflicting interests 
of the powers will yet bring on a gen­ 
eral conflict, which will involve all 
the civilized low ers In the greatest 
war of modern times. 
“The danger arises from the chance 
that some of the powers will attempt 
tile dismemberment of tile Chinese 
empire. If the United States and Rus­ 
sia succeed iii acting In harmony along 
toe lines of’ the reported agreement 
proposed between them It may result 
iii a peaceful outcome from the pres­ 
ent situation.** 
“Do you believe that an attem pt to 
partition China would result in a con­ 
flict between the powers, general?” 
“That is my opinion.** 
“W hat attitude would the United 
States adopt in that case. do you think, 
would this country fight?” 
“I believe that it would have suffi­ 
cient cause to fight.” was General 
Miles’ response. “So far as I can see, 
the most hopeful indication Is 
the 
chance that Russia and the 
United 
States will agree to act together,” he 
continued. “There is to my mind every 
reason to believe that Russia is acting 
in good faith. 
Russia has more to 
gain by the preservation of the integ­ 
rity of the Chinese empire than she 
has by the policy of disruption. 
She 
has spent vast sums of money in the 
construction 
of 
the 
Trans-Siberian 
railway,the greatest enterprise of mod­ 
ern times.” __________ _

relief of the starving millions is 
still pouring into the 
treasuries of 
the 
various relief committees. 
The 
Christian Herald, Bible House, 
New 
York, which is raising the larg est fund 
Of all 
for 
the 
distressed 
people, 
makes 
the g ratify ing report that all 
America, with unabating 
g enerosity , 
is still working for the fund, g athering 
money from every possible source. Ev­ 
ery dollar sent in is promptly 
ac­ 
knowledg ed in the pag es of the Chris­ 
tian Herald. 
Gilson Willets, the author and jour­ 
nalist, recently returned from a jour­ 
ney throug h 
the famine stricken re­ 
g ion, was seen y esterday by a repre­ 
sentative of this paper. 
Said he: 
“The famine is above all a big fam­ 
ine. 
You can search all the 
books 
in the 
British 
museum 
and 
y ou 
wont find record of a big g er famine. 
The breadless 
area covers 
350,000 
sq uare 
miles, which 
is one-third of 
all India, or as big as all Canada. 
In 
this 
area are 50,000,000 people, one- 
six th of the 
entire population of In­ 
dia, a number eq ual to 
our 
entire 
whole well-fed 
family east of 
the 
Mississippi. 
Ten millions are entire­ 
ly destitute, and of these the g overn­ 
m ent is 
taking care 
of 6,500,000 on 
relief works and in poor houses. 
“It is as if every man, woman and 
child in New York 
state 
depended 
upon the McKinley administration for 
food and g ot it. 
As many as possible 
of the 
remaining 3,000.000 are cared 
for by missionaries and private char­ 
ity . 
“Now, as to the q uestion of why the 
British or Indian g overnment is not 
able to assume the 
entire burden of 
caring for the starving millions. On 
this subject, Lord Curzon, the viceroy , 
is the best authority for the fact that 
ex ternal aid is very welcome and that 
aid from America is especially appre­ 
ciated. 
In a recent public speech 
he 
said that no ‘false pride need deter 
me from g iving a frank reply .’ 
The 
g overnment, he added, 
is 
straining 
every nerve, is pouring out its money , 
is shrinking from no oblig ation, how­ 
ever severe. From October, 189 9 , the 
beg inning of the 
famine, until De­ 
cember 19 00, we 
anticipate that we 
shall have 
spent five and a q uarter 
millions sterling upon 
direct 
relief; 
two millions upon advances (that will 
in many cases never be recovered) for 
the purchase 
of seed 
and 
cattle; 
three-q uarters of a million upon loans 
to distressed native states. But over 
and above this 
ex penditure, 
which 
cripples our development in a score 
of way s, there 
lies a vast area 
of 
need which, do what we may . we can 
barely reach, and in Which ex tran­ 
eous contributions supply an invalua­ 
ble reinforcement. 
“I may instance the 
relief of 
the 
ag ed and infirm; of sick patients in 
the hospitals; of children and orphans; 
of those men and women who will en­ 
dure almost 
any 
privation 
sooner 
than submit themselves to the q uasi* 
publicity of g overnment relief. 
This 
is a field of enormous and almost un- 


discoverable 
ex tent, the marg in of 
which the already overworked official 
hardly touches, but which is, in a pe­ 
culiar and inevitable deg ree, the prop­ 
erty of individual effort and of private 
g enerosity . 
Fast 
as the money may 
come in, not less swiftly is it diverted 
and distributed into 
the 
various 
channels of relief. 
Here we have .no 
cast iron or official sy stem. The unit 
of relief org anization is the 
district 
committee, in which 
the 
non-official 
element almost 
invariably predomi­ 
nate.-. 
“Officials 
and 
non-officials, Euro­ 
peans and natives, Christians, 
mis­ 
sionaries and orthodox Brahmins, 
we 
welcome the co-operation of all, since 
all are enlisted in the same catholic 
service 
of the 
relief of human suf­ 
fering : The 
latest news that reaches 
me testifies 
to a g reat 
outburst of 
practical sy mpathy

“As for what I saw 
personally ,”

awaited death near other g rain cribs. 
But never did it occur to a fat bun- 
niah to throw a handful of g rain to 
the 
starving ones. 
Your Hindu will 
not kill so much 
as a fly . takes care

“I took a train northward from Bom­ 
bay .

pert, an eng ineer, a famine inspector 
and Dr. Louis Klopsch, then touring 
the stricken districts in the interior 
of a relief fund raised by the Chris­ 
tian Herald, of which he is the owner. 
For why should any save those who 
were compelled g o out into that vast 
waste? 
“Twenty -five miles 
from

veg etation g rew sparse. 
Of 
course, 
a few weeds g rittily clung to life, eac- 


tion and on the university campus and I 
from the 
portals of the g org ed mar-J 
ket building the British flag floated 
g ay ly .

“Up sprang from the g utter in front 
of the 
Great W estern Hotel, 
where! 
I stopped, a dozen brown bodies with 
lean forms and robust lung s. 
They 
clamored for bread in the Hindustani 
tong ue. 
They were starving and no 
one would throw them even a crumb. 
To g ive them money would mean to 
be 
surrounded instantly by a 
mad 
mob. 
Thus famine g reeted me 
the 
very moment of my arrival. 
“One day , in a big villag e, I was 
watching the g rain dealers doling out 
rice to those 
who could buy ,

two little 
starving boy s, the

Gilson W illets, the author and jour­ 
nalist, recently returned from a jour­ 
ney through 
the famine stricken re­ 
gion, was seen yesterday by a repre­ 
sentative of this paper. 
Said he: 
“The famine is above all a big fam­ 
ine.

relief works and in poor houses.

food and got it. As many as possible 
Of the 
remaining 3,000,000 are cared 
for by missionaries and private char­ 
ity. 
“Now, as to the question of why the 
British or Indian government is not 
Able to assume the

this subject. Lord Curzon, the viceroy, 
is the best authority for the fact that 
external aid is very welcome and that 
ald from America is especially appre­ 
ciated. In a recent public speech

generosity.

as the money may 
come in, not less swiftly is it diverted 
and distributed into 
the

The breadless 
area covers 
350,000 
square 
miles, which 
is one-third of 
all India, or as big as all Canada. 
In 
this 
area a re 50,000,000 people, one- 
sixth of the 
entire population of In­ 
dia. a num ber equal to 
our 
entire 
w hole well-fed 
family east of 
the 
M ississippi. 
Ten millions are 
en tire­ 
ly destitute, and of these the govern­ 
m e n t is 
taking care 
of 6,500,000 on 
relief works 
and in poor houses. 
“It is as if 
every man, woman and 
child in New York 
state 
depended 


welcome th e co-operation of all, since 
all are 
enlisted in the 
sam e catholic 
service 
of the 
relief of hum an suf­ 
fering: The 
latest new s th a t reaches 
me testifies 
to a g reat 
outburst of 
practical sym pathy 
in 
th e 
United 
S tates of America. 
“ As for w hat I saw personally,” 
said Mr. W illets, “th e stree ts of Bom­ 
bay w ere full of starving people, while 
over th e 
million-dollar railw ay s ta ­ 


p e s , an engineer, a famine inspector 
and Dr. Louis Klopsch, then touring 
the stricken districts in the interior 
of a relief fund raised by the C hris­ 
tian Herald, of which he is the owner. 
For why should any save those who 
were compelled go out into th a t vast 
w aste ? 
“Twenty-five miles 
from 
Bombay 
vegetation grew sparse. 
Of 
course, 
a few weeds grittily clung to life, cac­ 


oon and on the university cam pus and 
upon th e McKinley adm inistration for | from the 
portals of the gorged mar- 
food and got it. 
As m any as possible 
of the 
rem aining 3,000.000 a re cared 
for by m issionaries and private ch ar­ 
ity. 
“Now, as to the question of why the 
B ritish or Indian governm ent is not 
able to assum e the 
entire burden of 
ca rin g 
for the 
starving millions. On 
th is subject, Lord Curzon. th e viceroy, 
is th e best authority for the fact th a t 
external aid is very welcome and th at 
ald from America is especially appre­ 
ciated. 
In a recent public speech 
he 
said th a t no ‘false pride need deter 
m e from giving a frank reply.’ 
T he 
governm ent, he added, 
is 
straining 
every nerve, is pouring out its money, 
is shrinking from no obligation, 
how ­ 
ev e r severe. From October, 1899, th e 
beginning of th e 
famine, until De­ 
cem ber 1900, we 
anticipate th a t we 
shall have 
spent five and a q u a rte r 
millions sterling upon 
direct 
relief; 
tw o millions upon advances (th a t will 
in m any cases never be recovered) for 
th e purchase 
of seed 
and 
cattle; 
three-quarters of a million upon loans 
to distressed native states. B ut over 
and above this 
expenditure, 
which 
cripples our developm ent in a score 
of ways, th ere 
lies a vast area 
of 
need which, do w hat we may, we can 
barely reach, and in which extran­ 
eous contributions supply an invalua­ 
ble reinforcem ent. 
“I m ay instance th e 
relief of 
the 
aged and infirm; of sick patients in 
the hospitals; of children and orphans: 
of those men and wom en who will en­ 
dure almost 
any 
privation 
sooner 
than submit themselves to the quasi­ 
publicity of government relief. 
This 
is a field of enormous and almost un- 


ket building the B ritish flag floated 
gayly. 
“ Up sprang from the g u tter in front 
of the 
G reat W estern Hotel, 
w here 
I stopped, a dozen brown bodies with 
lean forms and robust lungs. 
They 
clam ored for bread in the H industani 
tongue. 
They w ere starving and no 
one would throw them even a crumb. 
To give them m oney would m ean to 
be 
surrounded instantly by a 
m ad 
mob. 
Thus famine greeted m e 
the 
very m om ent of my arrival. 
“One day, in a big village, I 
was 
w atching the grain dealers doling out 
rice to those 
who could buy, 
when 
tw o little 
starving boys, the 
older 
one leading 
his little brother, 
fell 
down in front 
of the shop, 
from 
sh eer exhaustion. 
The grain dealer 
never noticed them, though he m ight 
have helped them 
very 
practically. 
T he younger boy’s chest heaved 
up 
and down rapidly, his m outh 
flew 
wide 
open, he rolled on 
his side, his 
limbs stiffened in death. 
His brother 
looked on for a few m om ents stupidly, 
then suddenly sprang to his feet and 
ran aw ay. 
“ T h a t’s about 
all th ere is in the 
death and the 
funeral of a m em ber 
of o n e’s family in th a t p art of 
the 
w?orld at present. 
T he Hindu has no 
fear of death, 
ra th e r 
welcomes it. 
H undreds 
listed as ‘fam ine deaths,’ 
w ere suicides, th eir w eapon of self­ 
destruction .being will. 
T he 
Hindu, 
finding him self starving, helpless and 
hopeless, sim ply lies down and wills 
him self into th e o th er world. 
“O ther famine sufferers, grown up 
Hindus, as well as 
young 
Hindus, 


tus thrived pluckily, and some of the 
trees still had leaves enough for shade 
purposes. 
Fifty miles 
up, 
however, 
vegetation ceased. 
From the carriage 
windows, eyes searched 
the 
miles 
vainly for a single green speck. 
We 
had passed even the last weed. 
“At a small station we cam e to a 
dead stop and I began uttering A m er­ 
ican blue 
words 
against the slow­ 
ness of train service in the east, when 
I perceived a horrible, hideous group 
representing 
starvation. 
T he 
a n a ­ 
them as I was still venting stopped in 
my throat, and like fish bones, almost 
choked me. 
T he group included 
a 
young m other and her babe, and a 
long, young m an who 
lay 
on 
the 
ground. 
T he w om an stood by him. 
the child resting 
astrad d le on 
her 
thigh bones. 
T hey 
typified 
family 
life in a foodless year. 
They m ight 
have been th e 
originals of the pict­ 
ures I had seen in th e papers before 
leaving New York. 
They had become 
skeletons 
while 
yet 
alive. 
They 
m ight 
have risen from 
th e 
grave. 
Brown skin covered th eir bones, like 
leather stretched over a frame. 
The 
young w om an’s shoulder blade 
had 
burst through 
the skin. 
I could have 
filled the bason-like stom ach 
of the 
long man on the ground and 
in it 
w ashed my hands. 
H e arose 
and 
slapped his hollow stom ach with one 
hand, and with th e oth er sm ote his 
brow. 
The w om an pointed 
to 
the 
brown naked m ite on h er thigh bone. 
They implored 
in 
weak, 
far-away 
voices, ‘Salam, sahib, you 
are 
our 
father and our m other. 
Give us food, 
and God will bless 
you w ith m any 
children.’ 
“And from that time I saw similiar 
crouched, or loitered, 
or 
slept 
or groups and scenes, heard similar piti­ 


ful cries, saw equal distress on every 


side. 
“ Human skulls and bones .dotted the 
sun-baked fields, telling terrible tales. 
The whole 
country as far 
as 
eye j 
could see was level as a prairie, bai-' 
ren as a desert ami dust colored. Even 
tne 
train we 
rode in was of 
the 
sam e 
color and our khaki suits 
ap­ 
proximated it 
as closely as a woman 
can match ribbons. 
Rivers, 
stream s, 
lakes, pools had disappeared, leaving 
bf I.- 
like the 
fields, parched wastes 
of earth. 
Water, except in the few 
remaining extra deep wells, had dis­ 
appeared entirely. 
“About 
every IO or 15 miles there 
was a relief camp or poor house. 
At 
the camp people were given work at 
four 
cents maximum wages a day, 
hardly enough 
at best for them to 
live on. 
In the poor houses people 
who were too weak to work, delicate 
w oim n and little childen, were cared 
tor stintedly at governm ent expense. 
“ I described these camps and poor 
houses fully in my letters to 
your 
paper from India, described in detail 
the 
spectacle of over six million peo­ 
ple 
eating the 
two meals a 
day 
supplied by the 
government. 
There 
are other and many interesting things 
in connection with these camps, how­ 
ever. 
For instance, the starving peo­ 
ple 
have to walk from IO to 50 miles 
to gt t 
to a relief camp. 
They do not 
allow people who live in a certain vil­ 
lage for instance, to enter the camp 
adjoining that village. 
If 
they are 
willing to walk a num ber of miles to 
get 
relief they are pretty certain to 
be genuine sufferers, and we thus get 
a minimum of imposters. 
“In the relief camps people 
are 
Weldon, arrested. 
They are too busy 
or too tired to do wrong. Are the peo­ 
ple I ernest among them selves? 
Yes; 
for obvious reasons. They have noth- j 
ing to steal from one another. 
“In case of any wrong doing, how-j 
ever, no corporal punishm ent is 
in - 1 
dieted upon the 
culprits. 
If 
such 
culprits are 
well enough they are 
dismissed.

THE INDIA FAMINE. 
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Sundays and in the evenings? They 
sleep, principally. 
On Sundays 
the 
men go to the 
bazaar and buy grain 
for their 
maintenance during 
the 
coming week, and the 
women scour 
the desert 
in search 
of 
firewood. 
There is a minimum task at 
which 
w'ork may stop. 
But 
the minimum 
w;age 
is always given, whether 
the 
task is finished or not. At some camps 
the workers are divided into gangs of 
30, and that gang must have a ‘30-man 
task’ finished by nightfall. 
If 
the 
task is finished they all get the max­ 
imum wage. 
If not finished they all 
get the minimum wage. 
And herein 
is one 
respect in which the famine 
code could be improved. 
For, in 
a 
gang of 30 men there are often one, 
or two, or three who are 
lazy, who 
shirk, w'ho allow the others to do the 
most work. 
Therefore, when the ‘30- 
man task’ is not finished, the 
entire 
gang must suffer the penalty and be 
content wdth the minimum wage, all 


because of the sloth of a few. Would 


not the government do better to pay 
in grain at cost 
price, 
instead of 
money? 
No, because if grain 
were 
thus supplied, the government would 
enter into competition with the bun- 
niahs, and hence would close up all 
the private grain dealers’ shops. 
Is 
not 
the government completely 
re­ 
imbursed for its famine expense, you 
ask, by improvements in which camp 
w'ork results? No—by no means, no— 
for it must be remembered that most 
of 
such work is performed by 
un­ 
skilled labor and has often to be done 
all over again when the famine has 
passed. 
The main object of the gov­ 
ernment is to give 
employment. 
If 
the work thus secured is satisfactory, 
so much the better. 
“It seems incredible that so many 
millions of people can be starving at 
one 
time, that so many hundreds of 
thousands 
are dying, that such dis­ 
tress exists among the living. 
But 
the scenes I have described are just 
as true 
of the stricken district this 
moment as 
they were when I sailed 
from Bombay a few weeks ago. 
The 
famine will last throughout this year, 
and its effects will be felt for more 
than a year to come. 
“I stopped over night 
at 
Godhra, 
where cholera was 
mowing 
people 
down as In battle. 
The collector, the 
only white 
man in the district, 
met 
me at the 
station. To his bungalow.

Sundays and in the evenings? They 
sleep, principally. 
On Sundays 
the 
men go to the bazaar and buy grain 
for their 
maintenance during 
the 
coming week, and the 
women scour 
the desert 
in search 
of 
firewood. 
There is a minimum task at 
which 
work may stop. 
But 
the minimum 
wage is always given, whether 
the 
task is finished or not. At some camps 
the workers are divided into gangs of 
30, and that gang must have a ’30-man 
task’ finished by nightfall. 
If 
the 
task is finished they all get the max­ 
imum wage. 
If not finished they all 
get the minimum wage. 
And herein 
is one 
respect in which the famine 
code could be improved. 
For, in 
a 
gang of 30 men there are often one, 
or two, or three who are 
lazy, who 
shirk, who allow the others to do the 
most work. 
Therefore, when the ‘30- 
man task’ is not finished, the 
entire 
gang must suffer the penalty and be 
content with the minimum wage, all 


because of the sloth of a few. Would 
not the government do better to pay 
in grain at cost 
price, 
instead of 
money? 
No, because if grain 
were 
thus supplied, the government would 
enter into competition with the bun- 
niahs, and hence would close up all 
the private grain dealers’ shops. 
Is 
not 
the government completely 
re­ 
imbursed for its famine expense, you 
ask, by improvements in which camp 
work results? No—by no means, no— 
for it must be remembered that most 
of 
such work is performed by 
un­ 
skilled labor and has often to be done 
all over again when the famine has 
passed. 
The main object of the gov­ 
ernment is to give 
employment. 
If 
the work thus secured is satisfactory, 
so much the better. 
“It seems incredible that so many 
millions of people can be starving at 
one time, that so many hundreds of 
thousands 
are dying, that such dis­ 
tress exists among the living. 
But 
the scenes I have described are just 
as true 
of the stricken district this 
moment as they were when I sailed 
from Bombay a few weeks ago.

famine will last throughout this year, 
and its effects will be felt for more 
than a year to come.

the minimum 
wage is always given, whether the 
task is finished or not. At some camps 
the workers are divided into gangs of 
30, and that gang must have a ‘30-man 
task’ finished by nightfall. 
If 
the 
task is finished they all get the max­ 
imum wage. 
If not finished they all 
get the minimum wage. And herein 
is one 
respect in which the famine 
code could be improved. 
For, in 
a 
gang of 30 men there are often one, 
or two, or three who are 
lazy, who 
shirk, who allow the others to do the 
most work. Therefore, when the ‘30- 
man task’ is not finished, the entire 
gang must suffer the penalty and be 
content with the minimum wage, all

Would 
not the government do better to pay 
in grain at cost 
price, 
instead of 
money? 
No, because if grain 
were 
thus supplied, the government would 
enter into competition with the bun- 
niahs, and hence would close up all 
the private grain dealers’ shops. 
Is 
not 
the government completely 
re­ 
imbursed for its famine expense, you 
ask, by improvements in which camp 
work results? No—by no means, no— 
for it must be remembered that most 
of 
such work is performed by 
un­ 
skilled labor and has often to be done 
all over again when the famine has 
passed. The main object of the gov­ 
ernment is to give 
employment. 
If 
the work thus secured is satisfactory, 
so much the better. 
“It seems incredible that so many 
millions of people can be starving at 
one time, that so many hundreds of 
thousands 
are dying, that such dis­ 
tress exists among the living. 
But 
the scenes I have described are just 
as true of the stricken district this 
moment as they were when I sailed 
from Bombay a few weeks ago. The 
famine will last throughout this year, 
and its effects will be felt for more 
than a year to come. 
“I stopped over night at Godhra, 
where cholera was 
mowing 
people 
down as in battle. The collector, the 
only white man in the district, met 
me at the station. To his bungalow,

two miles from the station, we rode 
in his smart tonga drawn by crack 
ponies. A sepoy, his bare feet in the 
stirrups, acted as outrider, and two 
coolies trotted beside the tonga. His 
bungalow stood in the desert outside 
the 
village, amid vast silence. 
Out 
there, starving people were suffering 
in ominous silence. We ourselves sat 
down to a dinner for epicures, served 
with all the 
adjuncts of a London 
sideboard. 
The collector’s wife was 
there, with pinched face, a lily parch­ 
ed, shriveling in the furnace air. In 
their compound was a big tree, 
the 
only tree for miles around that boast­ 
ed of leaves. 
It was the one green 
thing in the world for the brave little 
woman, and it helped to keep her eye 
bright. 
But the leaves were coveted 
by the neighboring cow herds. 
“Here were leaves enough to keep 
life in several head of cattle till the 
government would buy them. Under 
this tree nightly, therefore, the col­ 
lector posted his sepoy. That night 
I slept in a tent, a guest chamber, lux­ 
uriously furnished and cooler than any 
room in a bungalow. 
The tent was 
under the coveted tree. At midnight 
there was a cry of alarm, and whack! 
whack! the cow herds were attacking 
the tree with axes. Lanterns were 
brought, and the young collector came 
out In his pajamas and talked to the 
enemy in their own gujarati, 
gave 
them written orders on the local bun- 
niah for grain, and then we all went 
to sleep again. 
“ ‘Have to go through that little 
comedy every seven days,’ said my 
host next morning. ‘Anything to keep 
that tree—for her.’ ”

AWAITING RESPONSE TO OUR NOTE.

Washington, Sept. 1.—The Russian 
note relative to the withdrawal of Rus­ 
sia from China and the United States’ 
response thereto were made public 
Friday by the state department, after 
the cabinet had fully considered the 
ex pediency of so doing. 
The corre­ 
spondence is unique in the history of 
diplomatic ex change. 
It may be said 
to illustrate a clever move by which 
the 
United 
States government has 
again assumed the lead in prescribing 
the policy of the powers res >ecting 
the Chinese trouble. 
This was ac­ 
complished by the state departm ent’s 
availing itself of the Russian note to 
address to the powers an inquidy as 
to their policies, an answer to which 
can scarcely be avoided. 
Various meanings may be placed upon 
the statem ents of the two principals 
to this correspondence. 
Tbps, on the 
one hand, it may bo noted that while 
Russia announces a purpose to with 
draw her troops from China, still, as 
to the occupying force at Niu Chang, 
a condition is attached that almost 
negatives the proposition as to that 
point. 
Respecting our own attitude. 
It appears that, while believing 
the 
best course to pursue is to remain at 
Peking, our government is still willing 
to withdraw. 
Perhaps this means 
tha t if there is to be separate action 
by the powers in China, the United 
Sta tes proposes to deal with the situa­ 
tion with a free jiand. 


O ur P ro p o sitio n to W ith d ra w . 
It may be noted, in connection with 
our withdrawal statement that, where 
as Russia proposed to w ithdraw from 
Chinn, our offer is 1o w ithdraw only 
from Peking. 
A significant fact in 
this connection is that General Clinffee. 
who is well advised o f'th e situation, 
having several days ago been directed 
to prepare for inst such an emergen 
cy a s that precipitated bv the Russian 
action, continues ids preparations for 
wintering 
the American troops 
In 
China . 
Indeed, unless the men are 
aflont and out of the p« d TTo within 
the nex t six weeks, they are likely to 
rema in In Chinn perforce, being 
ice­ 
bound. 
General Chaffee was further ndvisod 
Friday of the developments In the 
situation, a compendious statement of 
the points In the Russo-American cor­ 
respondence being cabled to him for 
his guidance. 
As hearing further on 
the prospects of the future, it mnv be 
tioted 
the war department 
officials 
-state that the government has not con­ 
sidered the question of the evacuation 
of China.

Tt scarcely is ex neeted that even with 
the aid of the cables a complete accord 
c a n be reached upon tills last proposi­ 
tio n immediately. 
TTp to the close of 
the official day only two communica­ 
tio ns had been received in consequence

One was from the 
the Ttritjsh foreign office, through the 
American embassy, stating that Lord 
Salisbury was absent from London, 
and merely promising consideration for 
the note. 
The German response was 
through Mr. Jackson, and was equally 
Inconclusive, Indicating a wish on 
the 
part of the German government for 
time to consider the proposition. 
The officials here say that they are 
satisfied that Japan, at least, is fully 
In accord with our objects, as set out 
In the note, and rather ex pected an

powers. 
All hough I lie ex act whereabouts of 
Li Hung < hang continue to be in doubt 
it is the understanding of diplomatic 
officials that lie is now in continuous 
eomimmicatioH 
with

household, and thus is enabled to 
c o n ­ 
vey to them the prospect of a return 
to the Chinese enp'tal. 
The ex pected 
return of Prince Cliing to Peking is 
said to lie a result of this communica­ 
tion between Pari Li and the imperial 
family, and to bo the initial move of 
responsible authorities toward the cap­ 
ital.

There is reason to believe also that 
Pari LI is now in frequent telegraphic 
correspondence with Knrojioaii capi­

Ching is known as a friend 
of foreigners, and several times before 
the relief of Peking his death at the 
hands of the Boxer element was re­ 
ported.

Topic For the Week Beftnaliig Sept. 
B—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Our simple duty.—Luke xvii, 7-10. 
THE PARABLE. 
The parable of the plowing serv­ 
ant is not a very familiar one. 
In 
some books on the parables of Christ 
it is not to be found at all. 
Yet it 
teaches Christians a very important 
lesson and warns them against a very 
grave danger, peculiar to Christians 
only. 
If you have a servant, says 
Christ, who has been plowing or feed­ 
ing cattle, doing his work faithfully, 
when he comes in from the field you 
do not say, “Sit down to meat,” but 
“Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and afterward thou shalt eat and 
drink.” So likewise Christ adds when 
we have done all that we have been 
commanded, we shall be unprofitable 
servants, having done simply our duty. 


THE INTERPRETATION. 
W hat 
does 
this 
parable of the 
plowing servant mean? 
It must be 
studied in the light of its surround­ 
ings. and the one lesson that it is in­ 
tended to teach must not be lost sight 
of. nor must it be taken to te"eh too 
mucdi. 
Christ’s disciples have- asked 
for an increase of faith. 
Christ re­ 
plies that a little real faith would ac­ 
complish what seemed to them impos­ 
sible, that faith as a grain of mustard 
seed would remove trees and plant 
them in tile sea. 
Then follows this 
parable, and what for but to warn tile 
disciples against th! danger of being 
unduly proud of what they could do as 
a result of their faith and of thinking 
that in what they did there was per­ 
sonal credit and merit. 
Suppose they 
did do great things? Would merit be 
attached to it? 
No. 
Because in all 
they might do they were only doing 
what was their duty and doing it by 
the power of God Himself. 
A servant does his day’s work faith­ 
fully. 
Ile comes in from the field. 
Does • the master say, “You’ve done 
well; sit down and eat?” 
No. 
The 
servant had but done his duty. 
The 
master owned him. 
There was still 
work for him to do, other duties to be 
performed — the master’s meat must 
first be prepared. Thus Christ warned 
the disciples against attaching merit 
to their personal works. 
They were 
God’s servants. Their service belonged 
to Him as a result of ownership. The 
fulfilling of it in this relation would 
give them no claim to merit. 
Simple 
duty demanded it of them, and after 
all was done no man could claim to be 
more than an unprofitable servant 
Let us remember that this is only one 
phase of our relation to God. We are 
His sons as well as His servants, and 
in this relation God is love and not 
simply just. 
THE APPLICATION. 
An emphasis needs to be placed upon 
duty In religion. There is too much of 
a tendency today to emphasize senti­ 
ment and personal inclination. There 
are too many who serve God when 
they feel like it and neglect it when 
they feel otherwise. 
Duty has its 
place, and an important place. We are 
God’s and should serve God as a result 
of this ownership and not for rewards 
that may be attached to the perform­ 
ance of duty. Feelings change; duty is 
unchangeable. Christianity is opposed 
to natural personal inclinations, and 
hence we cannot give them the su­ 
preme place in our religion. Men ought 
to obey God. though obedience may 
.conflict with personal inclination, and 
if by G od’s grace we do accomplish 
something let us not be puffed up, for, 
do what we may, we only do our duty.

Topic For the W eek Befflnnta* Sept. 
D—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Our sim ple duty.—Luke xvii, 7-10. 
THE PARABLE. 
The parable of the plowing serv­ 
ant is not a very fam iliar one. 
In 
some books on the parables of Christ 
it is not to be found at all. 
Yet it 
teaches Christians a very im portant 
lesson and warns them against a very 
grave danger, peculiar to Christians 
only. 
If you have a servant, says 
Christ, who has been plowing or feed­ 
ing cattle, doing his work faithfully, 
when he comes in from the field you 
do not say, “Sit down to m eat,” but 
“Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and afterw ard thou 
shalt eat and 
drink.” So likewise Christ adds when 
we have done all th at wre have been 
commanded, we shall be unprofitable 
servants, having done simply our duty. 


THE INTERPRETATION. 
W hat 
does 
this 
parable 
of the 
plowing servant mean? 
It must be 
studied iu the light of its surround­ 
ings, and the one lesson th at it is in­ 
tended to teach must not be lost sight 
of. nor must it be taken to ta"ch too 
much. 
Christ’s disciples have asked 
for nu increase of faith. 
Christ re­ 
plies that a little real faith would ac­ 
complish w hat seemed to them impos­ 
sible, that faith as a grain of m ustard 
seed would remove trees and plant 
them in tile sea. 
Then follows this 
parable, and w hat for but to warn the 
disciples against thA danger of being 
unduly proud of w hat they could do as 
a result of their faith and of thinking 
th at in w hat they did there was per­ 
sonal credit and merit. 
Suppose they 
did do great thiugs? 
Would merit be 
attached to it? 
No. 
Because in all 
they might do they were only doing 
w hat w as their duty and doing it by 
the power of God Himself. 
A servant does his day’s work faith­ 
fully. 
He comes in from the field. 
Does • the m aster say, "You’ve done 
well; sit down and eat?” 
No. 
The 
servant had but done his duty. 
The 
m aster owned him. 
There was still 
work for him to do, other duties to be 
performed — the m aster’s m eat m ust 
first be prepared. Thus Christ warned 
the disciples against attaching m erit 
to their personal works. 
They were 
God’s servants. Their service belonged 
to Him as a result of ownership. The 
fulfilling of it in this relation would 
give them no claim to merit. 
Simple 
duty demanded it of them, and after 
all was done no man could claim to be 
more than an unprofitable serv an t 
Let us remember that this is only one 
phase of our relation to God. 
We are 
His sons as well as H is servants, and 
in this relation God is love and not 
simply just. 
THE APPLICATION. 
An em phasis needs to be placed upon 
duty in religion. There is too much of 
a tendency today to emphasize senti­ 
ment and personal inclination. 
There 
are too many who serve God when 
they feel like it and neglect it when 
they feel otherwise. 
Duty has its 
place, and an im portant place. We are 
God’s and should serve God as a result 
of this ownership and not for rew ards 
that may be attached to the perform ­ 
ance of duty. Feelings change; duty is 
unchangeable. Christianity is opposed 
to natural personal inclinations, and 
hence we cannot give them the su­ 
preme place in our religion. Men ought 
to obey God. though obedience may 
conflict with personal inclination, and 
lf by G od’s grace we do accomplish 
something let us not be puffed up, for, 
do w hat we may, we only do our duty.

"This man rcceiveth sinners and oat- 
eth with them .” 
Nothing In the life of Jesus w as more 
startling and revolutionary of tile no­ 
tions of the tim es than His treatm ent 
of the people who were not counted as 
religious. ■"Then drew near unto Him 
all the publicans aud sinners to hear 
Him ” shows Him possessed of an a t­ 
tractive power of personality such li­ 
no other reformer, however eloquent, 
ever had. Nowhere do we read of tin1 
m ultitudes of the common people of­ 
fering any opposition to Him unless 
first stirred up by the professedly good 
leaders of religion. The publicans were 
cordially hated as being for purposes 
of gain in league with the foreign con­ 
querors aud political m asters of the 
nation. Oftentimes they were probably 
extortionate in their dem ands and vio­ 
lent in their methods of collecting tile 
taxes. 
It is quite likely th at as a class 
they were socially inferior and * anally 
of low type. They are usually coupled. 
as in tills instance, with sinners. These 
two classes were the openly nonreli­ 
gious people of the times. 
They were 
the most needy of spiritual help, and 
no effort was made to reform them by 
those who made most profession of 
piety. 
One good tiling rem ained true 
of them in all the evils of their occupa­ 
tion—-they made no pretense of good 
ness, of which they were destitute. 
There was no sham with them. 
They 
were openly in lif«* w hat they were 
and concealed nothing under a cloak of 
false profession of sanctity. 
If they 
defrauded any man, it w as not tinder 
the disguise of pious duty and godly 
helpfulness. 
If they overreached any­ 
one, they did not 
make t^ieir evil 
doubly hateful by long prayers and 
hypocritical ejaculations. 
They were 
not given to cant. 
Such people need the gospel and are 
much more easily reached by it than 
those who appear to be more righteous, 
but who are righteous only iii appear 
once. 
A publican is an easier man to 
reach with truth and appeals of duly 
than a self satisfied Pharisee. 
Jesus shows the real heart of all 
truth in seeking those who are most 
needy of His helpfulness. 
IL* reverses 
all false estim ates of the worth of ex 
ternal forms of religion and centers all 
value in the intention and soul desires 
Mechanical motion and mere ceremony 
belong to tin* realm of the unfree, but 
w hatever is of the nature of coinpul 
sion, w hatever is forced and necessi­ 
tated, loses value in the sphere of the 
free spirit of man. 
Oblige a child to 
repeat a prayer, and as a prayer it is 
worthless. 
It may be useful, perhaps. 
as a lesson of obedience, but not as a 
religious expression of soul desire. 
The publican and sinner are ignorant 
of their real nature and needs and, not 
as the 
Pharisee, openly defiant of 
known right. 
Jesus aw akens in tile 
evil ones the dorm ant desires and calls 
into active exertion the powers of good. 
H e seeks those lost to right and saves 
them by rousing them to put forth 
their energies in co-operation with the 
spirit of holiness. Sinners recognize in 
Him a Saviour and. penitently forsak­ 
ing their sins, follow Him in the re­ 
generation of purity and power. 
So the followers of the C hrist are 
called not so much to a routine and 
ritual of worship as to the active exer­ 
tion of godliness in seeking and saving 
the lost.

MILES’ PREDICTION. 


T h * General Says Acute Stage Has 
Not Been Reached in the 
Chinese Situation. 
Chicago, Sept. I..—The acute stage 
of tile Chinese situation bas not been 
reached, iii tile opinion of General 
Nelson A. Miles. 
He regards it as 
quite posible that a general conflict 
of the powers may result from the 
conflicting interests iii China, and he 
believes that an attem pt on the part 
of some of the powers to partition 
the celestial empire among themselves 
would be sufficient ground for the 
United States to resort to fore I. 
General Miles also believes that the 
dismemberment of China would hold 
the possibility of a great danger to the 
United States, iii th at the time might 
come when the European nations would 
turn their covetous glances toward 
the riches of America and lie tempted 
to combine against this country. 
“No, I do not lielieve that the acute 
stage of the Chinese crisis has passed.” 
said the general. 
“ I believe that it is 
possible that the conflicting Interests 
of the powers will yet bring on a gen­ 
eral conflict, which will involve all 
the 
civilized powers in 
the greatest 
war of modern times, 
“The danger arises from the chance 
that some of the powers will attem pt 
the 
dismemberment of 
the Chinese 
empire. If the United States and Rus­ 
sia succeed In acting iii harmony along 
tile linos of the reported agreement 
proposed between them It may result 
iii a peaceful outcome from the pres­ 
ent situation.” 
“Do you believe th at an attem pt to 
partition China would result iii a con­ 
flict between tile powers, general?” 
“T hat is my opinion.” 
“W hat attitude would tho United 
States adopt iii that case, do you think, 
would this country fight?” 
“I believe that it would have suffi­ 
cient cause to fight.” was General 
Miles* response. 
“So far as I can see. 
tin* most hopeful indication is 
the 
chance that Russia and the 
United 
States will agree to act together,” he 
continued. “There is to my mind every 
reason to believe that Russia is acting 
in good faith. 
Russia has more to 
gain by the preservation of the integ- 
rity of the Chinese empire than site 
has by the policy of disruption.

Despite the exciting march of events 
In China, public interest in America 
is still focussed on India and the ter 
rible famine there raging. Money for 
the relief of the starving millions is 
still pouring into the 
treasuries of 
the 
various relief committees. 
The 
Christian Herald, Bible House, 
New 
York, which is raising the largest fund 
of all 
for 
the 
distressed 
people, 
makes 
the gratifying report that all 
America, with unabating 
generosity, 
is still working for the fund, gathering 
money from every possible source. Ev­ 
ery dollar sent in is promptly 
ac­ 
knowledged in the pages of the Chris­ 
tian Herald. 
Gilson Willets, the author and jour­ 
nalist, recently returned from a jour­ 
ney through 
the famine stricken re­ 
gion, was seen yesterday by a repre­ 
sentative of this paper. Said he: 
"The famine is above all a big fam­ 
ine. 
You can search all the 
books 
in the 
British 
museum 
and 
you 
wont find record of a bigger famine. 
The breadless 
area covers 
350,000 
square 
miles, which 
is one-third of 
all India, or as big as all Canada. 
In 
this 
area art* 50,000,000 people, one- 
sixth of the 
entire population of In­ 
dia, a number equal to 
our 
entire 
whole well-fed 
family east of 
the 
Mississippi. Ten millions are entire­ 
ly destitute, and of these the govern­ 
ment is 
taking care 
of 6.500,000 on 
relief works and in poor houses. 
"It is as if every man, woman and 
child in New York 
state 
depended 
upon the McKinley administration for 
food and got it. 
As many as possible 
of the 
remaining 3,000,000 are cared 
for by missionaries and private char­ 
ity. 
"Now, as to the question of why the 
British or Indian government is not 
able to assume the 
entire burden of 
caring for tho starving millions. On 
this subject, Lord Curzon, the viceroy, 
is the best authority for the fact that 
external aid is very welcome and that 
aid from America is especially appre­ 
ciated. 
In a recent public speech 
he 
said that no ‘false pride need deter 
me from giving a frank reply.* 
The 
government, he added, 
is straining 
every nerve, is pouring out its money, 
is shrinking from no obligation, how 
ever severe. From October, 1899, the 
beginning of the 
famine, until De­ 
cember 1900, we 
anticipate that we 
shall have 
spent five and a quarter 
millions sterling upon 
direct 
relief; 
two millions upon advances (that will 
in many cases never be recovered) for 
the purchase 
of seed 
and 
cattle; 
three quarters of a million upon loans 
to distressed native states. But over 
and above this 
expenditure, 
which 
cripples our development in a score 
of ways, there 
lies a vast area 
of 
need which, do what we may. we can 
barely reach, and in which extran­ 
eous contributions supply nu invalua­ 
ble reinforcement 
"I may instance the 
relief of the 
aged and infirm; of sick patients in 
the hospitals; of children and orphans; 
of those men and women wrho will en­ 
dure almost 
any 
privation 
sooner 
than submit themselves to the quasl- 
publieity of government relief. 
This 
is a field of enormous and almost un­ 


discoverable 
extent, the margin of 
which the already overworked official 
hardly touches, but which is, in a pe­ 
culiar and inevitable degree, the* prop­ 
erty of individual effort and of private 
generosity. 
Fast 
as the money may 
come in, not less swiftly is it diverted 
and distributed into 
the 
various 
channels of relief. 
Here we have -no 
cast iron or official system. The unit 
of relief organization is the district 
committee, in which 
the 
non-offieial 
element almost 
invariably predomi­ 
nate.-. 
"Officials 
and 
non-officials, Euro­ 
peans and natives, Christians, 
mis­ 
sionaries and orthodox Brahmins, we 
welcome the co-operation of all, since 
ail are enlisted in the same catholic 
service 
of the 
relief of human suf­ 
fering: The latest news that reaches 
me testifies 
to a great 
outburst of 
practical sympathy 
in 
the 
United 
States of America. 
"As for what I saw 
personally," 
said Mr. Willets, "the streets of Bom­ 
bay were full of starving people, while 
over the 
million-dollar 
railway sta- 


awaited death near other grain cribs. 
But never did it occur to a fat bun- 
niah to throw a handful of grain to 
the starving ones. 
Your Hindu will 
not kill so much 
as a fly. takes care 
not to stej) on an ant—killing things 
is forbidden by his religion—but 
he 
will not lift his finger to save a hu­ 
man life. 
He is not 
his 
brother’s 
keeper. 
"I took a train northward from Bom­ 
bay. 
it started out in the night, al­ 
most. silently, anyway with the 
least 
possible noise, as if reluctant to enter 
the arca of desolation 
and 
death. 
There were 
very few passengers— 
only a plague doctor, a cholera ex­ 
pert, an engineer, a famine inspector 
and Dr. Louis Klopsch, then touring 
the stricken districts in the interior 
of a relief fund raised by the Chris­ 
tian Herald, of which he is the owner. 
For why should any save those who 
were compelled go out into that vast 
waste? 
"Twenty-five miles 
from 
Bombay 
vegetation grew sparse. 
Of 
course, 
a few weeds grittily clung to life, cac- 


* fill cries, saw equal distress on every

; 
•Human skulls and bones .dotted the 
1 sun-baked fields, telling terrible tales. 
The whole 
country as far 
as 
eye! 
1 could see was level as a prairie, bai'-*

rode in was of 
the 
same color and our khaki suits 
ap­ 
proximated it 
as closely as a woman 
can match ribbons. Rivers, streams, 
lak<»s, pools had disappeared, leaving

fields, parched wastes 
of earth. 
Water, except in the few' 
remaining extra deep wells, had dis- 


tion anti on the university campus and 
from the 
portals of the gorged mar­ 
ket* building the British flag floated 
gayly. 
"Up sprang from the gutter in front 
of the 
Great Western Hotel, 
where 
I stopped, a dozen brown bodies with 
lean forms and robust lungs.

tus thrived pluckily, and some of the 
trees still had leaves enough for shade 
purposes. 
Fifty miles 
up, 
however, 
vegetation ceased. From the carriage 
windows, eyes searched 
the 
miles 
vainly for a single green speck. 
We 
had passed even the last weed. 
“At a small station we came to a 
clamored for bread in the Hindustani j dead stop and I began uttering Amor 
tongue. 
They were starving and no 
one would throw them even a crumb. 
To give them money would mean to 
be 
surrounded instantly by a 
mad 
mob. 
Thus famine greeted me 
the 
very moment of my arrival. 
"One day, in a big village. I was 
watching the grain deniers doling out 
rice to those 
who could buy, 
when 
two little 
starving boys, the 
older 
one leading 
his little brother, 
fell 
down in front 
of the shop, 
from 
sheer exhaustion. 
The grain dealer 
never noticed them, though he might 
have helped them 
very 
practically. I 
The younger boy’s chest heaved 
up 
and down rapidly, his mouth 
flew 
wdde open, he rolled on his side, his 
limbs stiffened in death. 
His brother 
looked on for a few moments stupidly,! 
then suddenly sprang to his feet and 
ran aw'ay. 
"That’s about all there is in the 
death ami the 
funeral of a member 
of one’s family in that part of 
the) 
world at present. 
The Hindu has no 
fear of death, 
rather 
welcomes it. 
Hundreds 
listed as ‘famine deaths,' 
wi re suicides, their weapon of self­ 
destruction being will. 
The 
Hindu, 
finding himself starving, helpless and 
hopeless, simply lies down and wills 
himself into the other world. 
“Other famine sufferers, grown up 
Hindus, as well as 
young 
Hindus, 


lean blue 
words 
against the slow­ 
ness of train service in the east, when 
I perceived a horrible, hideous group 
representing 
starvation. 
The ana­ 
themas I was still venting stopped in 
ray throat, and like fish bones, almost 
choked me. 
The group included a 
young mother and her babe, and a 
long, young man who 
lay 
on 
the 
ground. 
The woman stood by him 
the child resting astraddle on 
her 
thigh hones. 
They 
typified 
family 
life in a foodless year. 
They might 
have been the 
originals of the pict­ 
ures I had seen in the papers before 
leaving New York. They had become 
j skeletons 
while 
yet 
alive. 
They 
might 
have risen from 
tho 
grave. 
Brown skin covered their bones, like 
leather stretched over a frame. 
Tile 
young woman’s shoulder blade 
had 
burst through the skin. I could have 
filled the bason-like stomach 
of the 
long man on the ground and 
in it 
washed my hands. 
He arose 
and 
slapped his hollow stomach with one 
hand, and with the other smote his 
brow. 
The woman pointed 
to 
the 
brown naked mite on her thigh hone. 
They implored 
in 
weak, 
far-away 
voices, ‘Salam, sahib, you 
are 
our 
father and our mother. Give us food 
and God will bless you with many 
children.’ 
"And from that time I saw similiar 
crouched, or loitered, 
or 
slept 
or groups and scenes, heard similar pit! 


appeared entirely 
"About every IO or 15 miles there 
was a relief camp or poor house., At 
the camp people were given work at 
four 
cents maximum wages a day, 
hardly enough 
at best for them to 
live on. 
In the poor houses people 
who were too w’eak to work, delicate 
women and little childen, were cared 
tor Etintedly at government expense. 
“I described these camps and poor 
houses fully in my letters to 
your 
paper from India, described in detail 
the spectacle of over six million peo­ 
ple 
eating the 
two meals a 
day 
supplied by the 
government. 
There 
are olher and many interesting things 
in connection with these camps, how­ 
ever. 
For instance, the starving peo­ 
ple have to walk from IO to 50 miles 
to g< t to a relief camp. They do not 
allow people who live in a certain vil­ 
lage for instance, to enter the camp 
adjoining that village. 
If 
they are 
willing to walk a number of miles to 
get 
relief they are pretty certain to 
be genuine sufferers, and we thus get 
a minimum of imposters. 
“In the relief camps people 
are 
hellion, arrested. 
They are too busy 
or too tired to do wrong. Are the peo- 
Lonest among themselves? 
Yes; 
for obvious reasons. They have noth­ 
ing to steal from one another. 
"In case of any wrong doing, how­ 
ever. no corporal punishment is 
in­ 
flicted upon the 
culprits.

well enough they are 
dismissed.

Topic.—Our sim ple d u ty.—Luke xvii, 7-10. 
THE PARABLE. 
The parable of the plowing serv­ 
ant is not a very familiar one. 
In 
some books on tile parables of Christ 
it is not to be found at all. 
Yet it 
teaches Christians a very important 
lesson and warns them against a very 
grave danger, peculiar to Christians 
only. 
If you have a servant, says 
Christ, who has been plowing or feed­ 
ing cattle, doing his work faithfully, 
wiien he comes in from the field you 
do not say, “Sit down to meat,” but 
“Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and afterward thou shalt eat and 
drink.” So likew ise Christ adds when 
we have done all that we have been 
commanded, we shall be unprofitable 
servants, having done simply our duty. 
TUE INTERPRETATION. 
What 
does 
this 
parable of the 
plowing servant mean? 
It must be 
studied in the light of its surround­ 
ings. and tile one lesson that it is in­ 
tended to teach must not be lost sight 
of. nor must it be taken to t r ek too 
much. 
Christ’s disciples have asked 
for an increase of faith. 
Christ re 
plies that a little real faitli would ac­ 
complish what seemed to them impos 
Bible, that faith as a grain of mustard 
seed would 
r e m o v e trees and plant 
them in tile sea. 
Then follows this 
parable, and what for but to warn tile 
disciples against th# danger of being 
unduly proud of what they could do as 
a result of their faith and of thinking 
that in what they did there was per 
sonaI credit and merit. 
Suppose they 
did do great things? 
Would merit be 
attached to it? 
No. 
Because In all 
they might do they were only doing 
what was their duty aud doing it by 
the power of Cod Himself. 
A servant does ids day’s work faith­ 
fully. 
He conies in from the field 
D oes-the master say, “You’ve done 
well; sit down and eat?” 
No. 
The 
servant had but done his duty. 
The 
master owned him. 
There was still 
work for him to do, other duties to be 
performed 
the master’s meat must 
first be prepared. Thus Christ w arned 
the disciples against attaching merit 
to their personal works. 
They were 
God’s servants. Their service belonged 
to Him as a result of ow nership. The 
fulfilling of it in this relation would 
give them no claim to merit. 
Simple 
duty demanded it of them, and after 
all was done no man could claim to be 
more than an unprofitable servant. 
Let uh remember that tills is only one 
phase of our relation to God. 
We are 
His sons as well as His servants, and 
In this relation God is love and not 
simply just. 
THE APPLICATION. 
An emphasis needs to be placed upon 
duty in religion. There is too much of 
a tendency today to emphasize senti­ 
ment and personal inclination. 
There 
are too many who serve God when 
they feel like It and neglect it when 
they feel otherwise. 
Duty has its 
place, and an Important place. We are 
God’s and should serve God as a result 
of this ownership and uot for rewards 
that may bt* attached to tile perform­ 
ance of duty. 
Feelings change; duty is 
unchangeable. Christianity is opposed 
to natural personal Inclinations, and 
hence we cannot give them the su­ 
preme place in our religion. Men ought 
to obey God. though obedience may 
. conflict with personal Inclination, and 
lf by G od’s grace we do accomplish 
something let us not be puffed up, for, 
do w'hat we may, we only do our duty.

Nothing in tile life of Jesus was more 
startling and revolutionary of tile no­ 
tions of the times than His treatment 
of tile people who were not counted as 
religious. •“Then drew near unto Him 
oil the publicans and sinners to hear 
Him” shows Him possessed of an at­ 
tractive power of personality such as 
no other reformer, however eloquent, 
ever had. Nowhere do we read of tile 
multitudes of the common people of 
feriug any opposition to Him unless 
first stirred ip by the professedly good 
leaders of religion. The publicans were 
cordially hated as being for purposes 
of gain in league with the foreign con­ 
querors aud political masters of the 
nation. Oftentimes they were probably 
extortionate in their demands anti vio­ 
lent in their methods of collecting tile 
taxes. It is quite likely that as a class 
they were socially inferior and 1 iota I Iv 
of low type. They are usually coupled, 
as in this instance, with sinners. These 
two classes were the openly nonreli­ 
gious people of tile times. They were 
the most needy of spiritual help, aud 
no effort was made to reform them by 
those who made most profession of 
piety. 
One good tiling remained trite 
of them in all tile evils of their occupa­ 
tion— they made no pretense of good 
ness. of which they were destitute. 
There was no sham with them. 
They 
were openly iii bf** what they were 
and concealed nothing under a cloak of 
false profession of sanctity, 
lf they 
defrauded any man, it was not under 
tile disguise of pious duty and godly 
helpfulness. 
If tiler overreached any 
one, they did not 
make t\ieir evil 
doubly hateful by long prayers and 
hypocritical ejaculations. 
They were 
not given to cant. 
Such people need the gospel and arc 
much more easily reached by it than 
those who appear to he more righteous, 
but who are righteous only iii appear­ 
ance. 
A publican is an easier man to 
reach with truth alai appeals of dup 
than a self satisfied Pharisee. 
Jesus shows the real In art of a1! 
truth in seeking those who are most 
needy of Ills helpfulness. Ile reverses 
ail false estimates of the worth of ex 
ternal forms of religion and centers all 
value in the intention and soul desires 
Mechanical motion and mere ceremony 
belong to tin1 realm of the unfree, lint 
whatever is of the nature of com put 
sioti, whatever is forced and necessi­ 
tated. loses value in tile sphere of the 
free spirit of man. 
Oblige a child to 
repeat a prayer, and as a prayer It is 
worthless. 
It may be useful, perhaps. 
as a lesson of obedience, but not as a 
religious expression of soul desire. 
The publican and sinner are ignorant 
of their real nature and needs and, not 
as tile Pharisee, openly defiant of 
known right. 
Jesus awakens In the 
evil ones the dormant desires and calls 
into active exertion tile powers of good. 
He seeks those lost to right and saves 
them by rousing them to put forth 
their energies in co-operation with tile 
spirit of holiness. Sinners recognize In 
Him a Saviour and. penitently Torsok 
lug their sins. follow Him in tile re­ 
generation of purity and power. 
So tilt* followers of the Christ are 
called not so much to a routine and 
ritual of worship as to the active exer­ 
tion of godliness In seeking and saving 
the lost.
